The  Essex  County  Republican  Com¬ 
mittee  completed  the  preliminary  work 
so  far  as  it  pertains  to  the  election  of 
delegates  and  the  choosing  of  candi¬ 
dates  at  their  meeting  last  Friday  night. 
Republicans  must  be  enrolled  in  order 
to  vote,  as  under  the  rules  of  the  County 
Committee,  adopted  to  govern  primary 
elections,  no  person  can  vote  at  such 
election  unless  his  name  has  been  en¬ 
rolled.  The  following  dates  were  se¬ 
lected  . 

Enrollment  days,  Monday,  September 
28th,  and  Monday,  October  5th,  from 
2  to  9  P.  M.  Primary  elections  for  the 
election  of  delegates  to  all  conventions, 
Monday,  October  12th.  Cbunty  Con¬ 
vention,  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  Octo¬ 
ber  14th,  at  Orange  Music  Hall.  Free¬ 
holder  Convention,  Thursday.  October 
15th. 

All  enrollments  and  primary  elections 
shall  be  held,  as  far  as  possible,  in 
places  where  the  regular  elections  are 
held. 

There  shall  be  at  each  polling  place  a 
separate  ballot-box  for  the  tickets  cast 
for  delegates  to  the  Freeholder  conven¬ 
tion. 

Election  officers  shall  receive  $7.50  for 
the  three  days’  work,  two  days  of  en¬ 
rollment  and  one  of  registry.  The  sum 
of  $2  per  day  shall  be  paid  for  tlie  rent 
of  each  polling  place  on  each  separate 
day. 

The  following  rules  for  the  conduct  of 
primary  elections  were  adopted  by  the 
Committee  : 

The  Republican  judges  of  election  in 
each  district  shall  be  tlie  members  of 
the  enrollment  board.” 

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  vote 
at  any  primary  election  except  such  as 
are  Republican  legal  voters  of  the  dis¬ 
trict,  duly  enrolled  or  transferred  under 
the  enrollment  rules  ” 

“The  decision  of  a  majority  of  the 
judges  of  a  primary  election  board  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  accept¬ 
ance  or  rejection  of  any  vote  offered  at 
said  primary.” 

“The  credentials  of  all  delegates 
elected  at  the  primary  meetings  e  tall  be 
signed  by  tlie  election  board  of  the  pri¬ 
mary  and  countersigne  l  by  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Repuldicaii  >  mmty  Com¬ 
mittee.  ” 

“All  ballots  shall  be  printed  or  writ¬ 
ten  on  plain  white  |*i]>er.  not  glazed  or 
corrugated.  ”
